This small band of 
prospectors, numbering just twenty- 
one souls, left Newton's wharf at the 
noon hour on a trip of eighteen thous- 
and miles into an unknown country.

many weeks, the little craft 
safely 


rounded the Horn and1 sailed into San 
Francisco harbor, where the expedi- 
tion was broken up. Most of the mem- 
bers returned home, but a few kept on 
to the gold regions, where they re- 
mained for same months, with more 
or less success in searching for the 
gold nuggets.

In Boston, as in most other large 


cities, the fire hydrants are under the 
care of the fire department 
,and in 


?oldi weather they are watched with 
the utmost diligence 
When a cold 


snap comes, like this from which New 
England has been shivering, the fire 
chiefs 'send out every available man 
to look after hydrants 
Through the 


lay they go about cleaning the snow 
and ice away from the hydrants and 
sprinkling them with salt to prevent 
•he accumulation of ice, and at night 
they are inspected every few hours. 
With a heavy coating of salt, the ice 
cannot form about a hydrant, and the 
fates are set down out of reach of 
frost They are frequently tested, how- 
ever, and the worst disgrace that can 
fall on a Boston fire chief 
is to be 


caught with the hydrants in his dis' 
trict out of order. 


While, the care of the hydiants in- 


volves a good deal of work, it is syste- 
matized so that it is not seriously 
~elt by the firemen They divide their 
lime in regular patrols and while 
K>me aro on the street ail the time, 
'ooking for fires, as well as guarding 
be hydrants, they all get a full share 
jf rest. Conditions are 
different In 


Portsmouth from the fact that the de' 
Dartment is chiefly made up of call 
men, 
while the Boston department is 


composed mainly of permanent men 
,vho have plenty ot time for patrol 
work. 


But the days t-okl enough 
for hy- 


drants to freeze are few and those 
who have so often pleaded for a pa- 
trol system 
say that 
the call nrc;n 


could be employed for this service 
under extra pay and the bill for the 
season would not roach a very large 
figure.

at night. A person who has plenty of 
fresh air to breathe is far less likely 
to catch cold than the person who 
sits by a fire in a poorly ventilated 
room. Just try deep breathing of pure 
air the next time you are cold and 
see how soon you will feel a healthy 
glow all over your body. A tempera- 
ture of 65 degrees is sufficient under 
ordinary circumstances and 
a room 


should not be heated 
above 70 de- 


grees. How many people are • there 
who are 
as temperate 
as that on 


heat? Even though coal and wood is 
scarce and high most 
houses are 


kept several degrees warmer. Anoth- 
er thing which provokes catching cold 
andi adds> to the prevalence of pneu- 
jnonia isi the way people dress. They 
sut on too much clothing. 
In the 


jhpuse they get over heated and when 
they go out 
they 
become chilled. 


Less clothing would be better for 
house wear. Another bad thing in tho 
winter is to bundle up the throat as 
imost people do.

I that Organized labor had never i 


been confronted with the command- i 
ments and of all men needed to be ne 
took for his text, "Thou shalt not kill." 
'"With a like show of magnanimity be 
admitted that laborers had a right to 
organize for charitable and other pur- 
poses, but he said it ought to love its 
enemies and not use its organizations 
for increasing -wages or shortening 
hours. 


Each family must solve the wage 


question for itself. Dr. Hillis had all the 
facts auu Jiad studied the labor ques- 
tion. Out of 100 millionaires he found 
that eighty had become rich by saving 
waste materials. One poor foreigner 
got well to do this way: lie resolved to 
educate nil his children. "Not content 
with sending them to one Sunday 
school, he sent them to two nnd to 
every church service." All the sons 
climbed to positions of influence and 
wealth, and every one of the daughters 
became a schoolteacher. 


This sermon being entitled "A Plea 


For tbe Poor and Weak" and intended 
to avert a coming crisis. Dr. Hillis re- 
lated all tbe human faults that he had 
time to relate which the 20 per cent of 
organized laborers have, in common 
with the rest of humanity, but for the 
SO per cent of nonunion laborers and 
for all the capitalists except the "un- 
scrupulous capitalists" he pleaded pity- 
ingly. He said that if all the trusts 
wore annihilated, all class privileges, 
monopolies and unjust taxation were 
done away with and every strike and 
boycott was absolutely successful the 
income/of the average American would 
be Increased by only $'JO or possibly 
$100 per year. 


"The way to increase our wage, 


then." he snid. "is to increase the 
quantity and quality of our work. A 
workman's reward is not in his wage, 
but in tbe consciousness of having done 
good work. Was .Milton rewarded for 
'Paradise Lost1 in the $40 he received? 
Did the soldiers in the late war, who 
worked for $13 a mouth, strike for 
higher wages just before Gettysburg? 
Was l>r. Morton, working for life to 
discover chloroform, unhappy because 
he died poor, not having had bis share 
of wealth?" 


Tho people of tliis church .will not, as 


logically they could, cut down their 
pastor's wages because of his utter dis- 
regard of -wages. Whether Dr. Ilillis 
would work in dark slums and in 
mines and find all Iiis pleasure in work 
for the Boers is dpenHo some doubt. 


Union labor is not attending Plym- 


outh church now with tiny groat fre- 
quency, so it was feared that those ex- 
hortations might not roach them, al- 
though for thut matter the sernion ns a 
whole seems to have boon intended for 
capitalists and antisufl'raglst women 
and imperialists, which the Outlook's 
more rwcnt positions on public qxies- 
tions hud collected about Henry Ward 
Hoooher's historic church. 


A I earful 
Mr. James A. Skilton, 


chairman of the church committee on 
sociology, sent out samples of this 
great sermon "to the clergymen of the 
Aiiicrli-nn churches, exhorted them to 
use tho topic for their Thanksgiving 
sermons nnd also exhorted all whom it 
may concern 10 buy and distribute thin 
sermon nt 95 por 500 and liolp to avert 
"tho present and Impending crisis."

the legislature of 1902 as sonate 19. It 
provided that if 50,0>0 citizens should peti- 
tion for a particular amendment to the 
constitution such .amendment should be 
submitted to a vote of the people at tv,-o 
successive elections, and if it received a 
majority vote at each election it should 
become a part of the constitution. 
This measure \vas simple and conserva-

I road in yo'ir editorial on "The De- 


mand of the Xonunion Mine Workers" 
today ihe following: 


In the assertion of their right to live 


and to wori; the nonunion miners sound a 
note v.-liich snould find an echo in every 
American bosom: 


"TVe beheve it to be an inalienable and 


undoubted right to vrorl; when we can ob- 
tain it and to receive as compensation for 
it tho best price we can obtain." 


TThy do these much vaunted non- 


union miners thus qualify their right to 
work? In plain English £heir assertion 
of the right to work "when we can ob- 
tain it" means that they have the 
right to work when they have found a 
master to hire them, and at no other 
tune. They are simply asserting their 
permission to wcrk by the grace of the 
Divine Right Baer and" his associates. 
Of ttio right to -work without the per- 
mission of some master they seem to 
have no conception; with them the 
right to work passes into abcyauc-e 
when the master says so. It is small 
wonder that the masters love them. 


I have for years criticised the unions 


for their temerity in standing for and 
asserting anything short of the full 
rights of man. but despite their timidity 
and ultra conservatism in this" respect 
they are still miles ahead of men who 
can see no rights beyond what a mas- 
ter graciously concedes them as a privi- 
lege. For these I can find no parallel 
except in the case of the "good nig- 
gers"' who always took sides with their 
masters and frowned down all attempts 
at their own liberation and in the "loy- 
al subjects" of the king who did what 
lay in their power to defeat the Ameri- 
can patriots in the war of independ- 
ence. 


If the earth does in truth belong to 


Divine Right Baer and his coadjutors, 
then of course the nonunion miners are 
entirely right in their policy.

His sfatemcnt will be doubted proba- 
bly by those who watched the result of 
the recent election. George J. Thomp- 
son, who was defeated for the senate 
by tue narrow margin of thirty-three 
votes, doubts the strength of the labor 
vote and gives interesting figures to 
prove his contention. Thompson is well 
known among the unionists of the city 
and is probably as popular a man as 
could bo selected. 
His honesty h:.s 


never been questioned by any one who 
knows him. The district where he was 
a candidate includes the Lake Shore 
drive, the most aristocratic portion of 
the city. It includes a ward which is 
the home of the mechanic and a strong 
union district. The result of the elec- 
tion showed that Thompson carried the 
"silk stocking" portion of his district 
by a largo majority, while tho strength 
of his opponent AVHS shown in the por- 
tion inhabi,t«d by» union men. The in- 
ference is that Thompson's unionism 
WPS a handicap to him rather than a 
help, and still the labor men are every

As soon, however, as we have 
evidence to prove that the kidneys are 
laboring and are burdened by their 
work we must endeavor, says a writer 
in the Philadelphia Press, to remove 
the strain by regulating the diet, and 
one clear method is to limit and care- 
fully select the food. 


Another important thing to kidney 


disease besides the diet is the use of 
alcohol. It Is very badly borne, and 
unless there is some urgent reason for 
its use it should not be taken. 


Great care should be exercised In a 


hygienic way. Warm clothing, careful 
"protection from cold, together with reg- 
ular habits of living In every respect, 
should be the rule. 


It may be said to general that simple 


drinks, such- as plain water, toast wa- 
ter, barley water or the good old fash- 
ioned cream of tartar and lemon drink, 
are all useful to dilute the waste prod- 
ucts of the kidneys. They should be 
sipped slowly and not gulped down in 
large quantities, and they should be 
taken between meals and not at meal- 
lime, else they will frequently inter- 
fere with digestion and do harm in- 
stead of good. 


Milk, perhaps, is the best food, and a 


simple milk diet is sometimes wonder- 
ful in restoring the strength of the kid- 
ney by allowing it to rest free from the 
Irritating matter of other foods. Milk, 
however, when it enters into a mixed 
dietary does not always agree well and 
hampers the digestion of other foods. 
A purely milk diet generally suits 
young people, and its employment for 
a time is followed by an abatement of 
the symptoms. 


It is remarkable how long a diet ex- 


clusively of milk can be maintained in 
the case of those with whom it agrees. 
1 have known people to adhere to it for 
years, while leading active lives, with 
marked benefit to their health. 


Heat Without Fuel. 


' A. dispatch from Indianapolis says 
that Emmet Greenfield, a molder em- 
ployed at Evansville, saya that he has 
discovered an energy which will revo- 
lutionize mechanical power and solve 
the problem of fuel and heat for all 
time. By a simple device like an elec- 
tric battery, the construction of which 
remains his own secret, he says he can 
extract energy from the rays of the 
sun and transmit it to motors for me- 
chanical power or to stoves and fur- 
naces for heat. He says he has a suc- 
cessfully working model of the battery, 
which is especially adapted to produc- 
ing intense heat for smelting purposes. 


Reanimating: tbe Dead. 


In a dispatch from Moscow the cor- 


respondent of the London Daily Mail 
Bays that a Dr. Koulatke has succeeded 
in his experiments in reanimating the 
heart of an infant which he had ex- 
tracted from a child who had died 
twenty-four hours previously. The heart 
beat with normal regularity for one 
hour. Dr. Koulatke hopes that his dis- 
covery will assist in reanimation in 
cases of death by drowning.

observatory at Berlin to work with, 
considers that ho has detected mark- 
ings on Venus which Indicate the pres- 
ence of great elevations seen from time 
to time through the clouds surrounding 
It. 


Novel as the suggestion Is, It Is but n 


revival of an old idea. Long ago Schro- 
ter fanciod he saw evidence of moun- 
tains on Venus in the raggedness of the 
terminator—that Is, the lino where light 
and sl.ade meet, such as the inner line 
of the crescent moon. He went so far 
ns to measure them and announced that 
they were twenty-five miles high. But 
then no one believed him. 


Markings have been noticed on the 


bright planet from very early* times, 
from which it was concluded that it 
rotated in about twenty-four hours, Its 
day being the same length as our own. 
Heir Arendt's observations point to the 
same results. In dlreet contra diet Ion to 
Schlaparelli's famous theory that Ve- 
nn*, held by tidal Influence, always 
turns tho snme face to the sun, as the 
moon does to the earth.

NEW CHIMNEY CAP. 


lm*emloo« Device to lasnre a Per- 


fect Draft. 


In order to Insure at all times- a per- 


fect draft In the chimneypot a novel 
chimney cap has been invented. The 
device forms a shield for the chimney 
top, which rotates with the wind to 
such position as to prevent the wind 
from blowiiig down the chimney. By 
iis use the necessity for high smoke- 
stacks is avoided. Mrs. Anna E. Cook 
and Frederick J. Cook of Lawrence- 
burg. Ind., are the inventors of this 
device. 


A head" piece is employed which may 


be secured by any suitable means to 
the top of tbe chimney or smokestack. 
The head piece comprises a peripheral

plate nnd a central hub supported by 
radial arms. Threaded into the hub is 
the lower end of a vertical stud or rod 
on which tbe chimney cap proper is 
mounted to rotate. The upper end of 
this rod is conical and fits into the con- 
ical recess of a cap screw. A sleeve 
piece Is threaded at its upper end over 
the oap screw and is provided at its 
lower end with a bearing hub in which 
is -placed a series of balls that bear 
against the rod. 


The chimney cap proper is made in 


two sections. One section Is of cast 
matal and is held in place between the 
head of the cap screw and the sleeve 
piece. The other section is much light- 
er, being formed of sheet metal be'ut 
to shape and riveted to the cast metal 
section. Projecting from the ball bear- 
ing cup is a stud on which a weight Is 
threaded. The weight may be adjust- 
ed along the stud to balance the chim- 
ney cap properly. 


In operation the wind striking the 


chimney cap will rotate it to the posi- 
tion offering the least resistancs. This 
position will be reached when the up- 
wardly sloping cast metal section is 
presented to the wind. In this position 
it will be seen that the products of 
combustion passing up the chimney are 
directed at an angle with the wind. A 
good draft is thus maintained, and the 
evil effects of wind blowing down the 
chimney are avoided.

Much Aluminium Made. 


The reduction of alumina to metal is 


now progressing in America on what 
would have been regarded ten years 
ago as a stupendous scale. With 11,000 
horsepower operating at Niagara falls 
and 5,000 horsepower at Shnwinigau 
falls, in Quebec, America possesses 1G,- 
000 horsepower devoted to producing 
this metal. This will produce alumin- 
ium at the rate of 4,500 tons yearly, or 
a production twice as large as the rest 
of the world put together.

P»eyond being an absolute cure for the 


dust nuisance oil also prevents the 
growth 'of vegetation, which on many 
roadbeds Is a serious matter, and, al- 
though statistics are not yet available, 
the preservative action of the oil on 
the sleepers is practically proved. 


Tho effect of the oil In preventing 


the "heaving" of the roadbed In winter 
has also been marked, owing, says a 
writer In the Strand Magazine, to the 
fact that where oil has been used water 
has been turned awrfy, and injury from 
frost Is reduced to n. minimum. 


Objections have been raised to the 


smell ot the petroleum, and no doubt 
there Is a considerable odor when tho 
oil Is applied, especially In the heat of 
summer, bui this odor disappears abso- 
lutely In two or three days. 


It might seem also ns Jf the oil would 


damage the dainty fabrics worn by 
lady passengers, but ns the oiled str- 
fnce of the sand nnd light loam Is 
BOlldly cnked ami as the mllrond com- 
pany has never received complaints of 
such Injury It 1ms Iveen accepted tin 
prov«l that the oiled surface Is not 
loosened by the passage of trains.

In a bulletin on the Texas fever in 


tattle the Mississippi experiment sta- 
tion reports that the disease is an in- 
fectious fever, caused by the growth 


an animal parasite, which breaks 


down the red blood cells and produces 


fever somewhat similar to malaria 


In people. Calves have a mild attack, 
and the infection is carried by canle 
ticks. Any animal, native or imported, 
Is liable to an attack where the ticks 
are allowed to get on them, and. wh:le 
vaccination is useful in making ani- 
mals immune, the best method is to 
keep them free from the ticks, says 
Professor S. N. Doty. 


In treating sick animals tbe first step 


Is to remove all ticks, and in buying 
new animals and bringing them on a 
farm where the fever has been they 
should first be vaccinated and all the 
sheds and barns freed of ticks. The 
calves suffer less than the full grown 
cows, and these are often deliberately 
given the fever to protect them from a 
more disastrous attack later in life. 
Extensive efforts have been made in 
some places to remove all the ticks 
from the farms, and this has been so 
successful that the fever has been 
stamped out in whole counties and 
cattle raising sections. 


The disease is more typically south- 


ern, but northern cattle are affected by 
it, and nothing but a strict quarantine 
prevents the Texas cattle fever from 
coming nortU. Northern cattle going 
south are all liable to it.

Nov. 10, cattle 
on the hoof were worth in Chicago 
from ?2 to $2.50 per hundredweight 
less than they were sixty to eighty 
days ago, and yet the receipts that day 
totaled nearly 31,000 head, on Tuesday, 
Nov. 11. upward of 12,500 head and ou 
Wednesday around 24,000 head. The 
natural result of such enormous deliv- 
eries on an already overloaded market 
was to send prices swiftly down, and 
in the opinion of some of the leading 
men of the yards It would have taken 
a bunch of genuine Christmas cattle to 
have landed at $7.40, whereas it is not 
so long ago that C cents a pound was 
paid for several droves that were not 
of the strictly prime Christmas sort. 


In a statement sent out from the Un- 


ion stockyards in Chicago the follow- 
ing occurs: 


"Good judges feel sure that cattle 


prices during the next six weeks will

months." 


There is good reason for this predic- 


tion. The country is full of cattle on 
feed. 
Shipments of feeders from all 


the important points, Chicago, Omaha 
and Kansas City, have been of the 
record breaking order, and there is an 
immense amount ol soft and damaged 
corn in the grain stales that must be 
fed up for the reason that it can be 
marketed in no other way. Thousands 
of these cattle are booked ,for ship- 
ment at a very early date in a merely 
warmed up condition and with others 
that were put in the lots a little earlier 
will constitute the bulk of the arrivals 
for weeks to come. 


With a flood of such lean juicl half 


fatted beef no rise in prices can be ex- 
pected, 2nd when a man voluntarily 
rushes his drove to market in a shape 
in which no slaughterer wants it who 
is to blame but himself if he loses 
money? 
No matter where the price 


level will ultimately rest nor to what 
point it will be forced by the panicky 
feeling now prevalent among the hold 
ers of feeding steers, it Is plain that to 
overload the trade further is to help 
prices down the hill.

E. H. R., Oakland, 111,, asks which la 


better for fattening cattle, shelled corn 
01 corn broken into small pieces. 


In reply Mr. W. A. Henry snys his 


preference, other things being alike, if 
for the broken corn. In general the best 
way to feed cattle Is the sirnplc&t way, 
and all forms of preparation do not 
add anything necessarily to the value 
of the grain fed. If the steers can com- 
fortably masticate the broken ears, 
then let them have the corn in that 
form. If the grains of corn are dry 
and hard and the steers find difliculty 
in eating a sufficient supply In perfect 
comfort, then the grain must be further 
prepared by some means. This can be 
accomplished by crushing, by soaking 
or by grinding. There are machines 
for crushing car corn which should do 
the work very satisfactorily. Where 
hogs follow tho steers let the grains be 
not too finely broken or soak the corn 
to make the material more satisfactory 
to the animal. With steers foci whole 
corn or that only coarsely ground or 
broken, hogs can work over the drop- 
pings and make material gains thereon. 


Ilootn For Winter. 


We would especially advise the feed- 


Ing of a few roots where one m obliged 
to winter his hogs largely on corn, and 
If one has not grown his own supply 
we feel sure that $."> a load Invested in 
a few loads would return highly satis- 
factory results. We say $•"» a load, but 
believe that the average farmer who 
has grown nu abundant supply •uoiild 
part with n load for $- or .ft}. There Is 
no question but that small Utters may 
be in the majority of eases traced to an 
Improperly balanced ration.

what we want is trouble. The law of 
progresses discontent. And there will 
and should be discontent so long as 
the masses of men, no matter how hard 
they work, remain in poverty. Their 
poverty menus simply that most of 
what they earn others take. 


How to prevent the appropriation by 


the few of-the fruits of the mauy's toil 
Is the social problem, a problem which 
those who take things rather thnu 
make things dislike to have discussed 
for the best of business reasons 


While what we want is trouble, Dr. 


Hillis adds that we also want the 
right kind of men to meet it. 


That Is true. And the best intellect 


of the time Is given to the study of the 
"trouble," which is caused by the un- 
just distribution of wealth—tbc intel- 
lect that is warmed by heart, that rec- 
ognizes the claim of human brother- 
hood and realizes that while selfishness 
rules the world the world must remain 
un-Clu-Istinn. 


But though many men who do not 


themselves fed the pinch of poverty 
are in travail over the problem of pov- 
erty and. give its victims the benefit 
of their thinking:, the "rlRlit kind of 
men" to meet the trouble arc those 
who suffer from injustice. 
No great 


wrong ever yet was righted by the clnsa 
deriving profit from it, but always by 
the revolt of the victims. 


Labor will get its rights when la- 


borers clearly perceive what those 
rights are. 


The trades, unions are doing more to 


solve the social problem, to gain for tho 
workers n fairer share of what their 
labor produces, than all the well to do 
thinkers .and philanthropists and cbnri- 
ty bestowers. These unions have cre- 
ated among millions a sense of identity 
of interest, a sentiment of comrade- 
ship and a knowledge of the [lower of 
associated effort. Reading nml thinking 
men arc numerous in the trades unions, 
and more and more is It being under- 
stood that monopoly Is the cause of 
poverty and therefore the arch foe of 
labor. 


"What vrc wnnt is trouble"—-manly 


dissatisfaction with hard and meager 
conditions of life. 
In this republic, 


where every man hns a vote, thero ran 
be no exciiBC for the trouble ever taking 
any other form than that of peaceable 
agitation. Here revolution can be ac- 
complished at the ballot box. And the 
"trouble" will go on and increase until 
It Is settled at the ballot box by intelli- 
gent men who know what they want 
and vote to get it—New Yor.-k Atncil- 
can.

OXYGEN FOR FISH FRY. 


Ingenious Swiss Devise a Very 


Clever Invention. 


Lack of oxygen causes the death of 


fish fry rapidly in transportation for 
the purpose of plautbig in foreign wa- 
ters, as fish commissioners often learn. 
For a loug time the device of constant- 
ly supplying fresh water by an attend- 
ant has been adopted, and sometimes, 
says a writer in the Brooklyn Eagle, 
when the fish fry must be taken a long 
distance entirely new water must be 
supplied to the tanks. Max Kern and 
Alfred Wiget, residents of Switzerland, 
have invented a meaus of supplying the 
necessary oxygen to the water by pass- 
ing into the water either air or the con- 
stituent thereof which is necessary to 
the maintenance of life. 


-Attached ..o the transport vessel that 


contains the fish are two cylinders con- 
taming air or oxygen, which is com- 
pressed in one cylinder until the pres- 
sure reaches the proper power, as shown 
on a gauge at the top. Before this air 
or oxygen is Introduced into the water 
it is transferred to the other cylinder to 
reduce its pressure, flowing from this 
reservoir to a pipe leading to the bot- 
tom of the water tank! The air bub- 
bles slowly from tho bottom of this 
tank, from the perforations in the sec- 
ond pipe, and mingles with the water, 
thus giving the needed oxygen to pre- 
serve the fish fry. 


The air mi.v be compressed by means 


of a small pump mounted on the sida 
of the tank and in this way enabling 
the attendant to recharge the cyliadoi 
as the pressure decreases. 


Remedy For Smoke Xnisnnce. 


A newly discovered remedy for the 


smoke nuisauce that is attracting some 
attention in Englrnd is the injection 
into the furnace of minute quantities 
of nitrate of soda (in solution) with 
sufficient air to insure combustion of 
the gases. In addition to the disap 
pcaranco of smoke, there is said to bo 
an increased efficiency of combu&tinn 
to the amount of 20 per cent. The cost 
of this device is figured at from G to S 
cents per ton of coal burned.

was a private quarrel between the rail- 
roads and their emplojeos. and the 
public did not feel called upon to inter- 
fere until after the precipitation of 
mob violence and destruction of life 
and property had taken place, and even 
then the public Interest did not go be- 
yond the superficial illegalities the au- 
thorities were called upon to suppress. 
The merits of the controversy or first 
cause of the unlawful proceedings that 
were so loudly condemned evoked no 
discussion of consequence and made no 
apparent impress on the public mind. 
Society was content to act its tradition- 
nl individualistic role of policeman for 
the simple and only purpose' of pre- 
serving order between the combatants. 


By comparison with the curlier event

as absolute owners of their several 
properties, and all signs point to the 
near coming of the time when society 
will unhesitatingly demand the relin- 
quishment of his trust by the industrial 
baron who is not administering it in 
the public interest.
